This includes some weak hets, of course, but also quite a bit of audio and some 
pretty good signals. I keep trying to relate the better TA cycles with the full moon as some of the 
oldtimers did, and it does seem that ob\ver the past four months this did tie in, plus or minus 10 
days to a week. However, some of my best loggings were not even close to the full moon, so there 
you go!” (maximum /mimimum A-indices follow a 28 day cycle, so it's reasonable to expect that 
TAs might be in synch with the full moon during the course of a season - and out of synch the next 
- Jim) 

Shawn speaks: “A TA at home unheard of, but there two nights in a row. Only TA to make 
audio, though hets on 1008, 1035, 1107, 1134, 1314 and 1602. This season isn't over yet! 

Mark speaks: "Conditions have certainly deteriorated, especially to Europe. Still, the spring 
season can still yield good DX on trans-equatonal paths (e. gy. deep Africa, Brazil) on auroral 
nights when good receiver / antenna / location combinations are used ... High-band dawn- 
enhanced openings seem to be the bright spot durmg the otherwise mediocre conditions that 
characterize this time of the year. Those on the east coast of the USA & Canada should look for 
high-band openings into Spain around 0400 to 0500 UTC. Some of these signals can rise up from 
the domestic slop te good levels quickly and unexpectedly (and later they can disappear just as 
fast).”

John speaks: You wondered "so why tentative?" regarding XEMBC-1190 [in DXN 61-24]. 1 
guess T'm pickier than most when it comes to [D’ing a station. If I had heard a phrase such as 
“aqui en Radio Variedades de Mexicalt’, ie, tying together slogan and city, then | would have 
counted it. But phraseology 1s everything, a mere mention of “Radio Variedades" 1s not an {D, a 
mere mention of “Mexicali” proves nothing; PST timechecks are only a clue. These items were 
heard separately and may not have been coming from the same station - there was QRM on the 
frequency. This definitely ranks as probable, but until fm 100% sure in my mind, not 95%, I'l not 
positively count it. Also "Radio Variedades" is a very common slogan, used by many XE stations, 
and just because a station is listed somewhere as using a certain slogan doesn't mean it 1s so. "List 
Logging” still remains one of the cardinal sins to be avoided by DXers. There is no substitute for a 
real station ID. Anything less is either “unID", "tentative" or "probable", depending on the 
listener's degree of confidence (John, I agree with everything you say, The way you described the 
logging gave me the impression that the items you heard were one after another from a single 
signal; apparently they were more fragmentary and more open to queston. - Jim)

Unusual Signals Above 1600 kHz ...by Shawn Axelrod 


Over the years there have been numerous 
loggings between 1600 and 1700 kHz of 
unusual Morse code signals. Many of these 
are the small Medfers, or small, very low- 
powered beacons run by private radio 
experimenters. 

However, there are other signals that have 
mystified listeners for years. While looking 
through the Grove Shortwave Directory, i came 
across some excellent information that may 
help clear up these mystery signals. The 
Directory lists a series of frequencies and call 
identifiers for “Fishing Net Buoy and 
Beacons”, identified as being used by off- 
shore fishing boats. 

It seems these boats or ships place radio 
transmitters on their nets or lines and use 
these beacons for locating via direction- 
finding antennas at a Jater date. Each of these 
CW identifiers is made up of numbers and/or 
letters in seven patterns. The beacons use 
ROMs that are factory-programmed in the 
following patterns: 

KA+ 40r5 numbers 

S/W + 3 numbers 

1 letter + 1 number 

1 letter + 2, 3, or 4 numbers 

2 letters + 1, 2, or 3 numbers 

S letters 

2 number + 3 letters 

As you can see, there are a lot of 
possibilities for identifiers, Many of the KA 
calls start with an 8 or 9. The others vary 


widely, but many do start with an A or B, It 
seems that there are beacons on almost every 
frequency from 1612 through 1797 kHz, and 
several of the frequencies have more than 
beacons on them, so be careful. 

Besides these fishing net buoys and 
beacons, there are also other radio location 
signals that can be heard: 

DECCA HI-FIX: Uses one short, three long 
dashes per second. 

CUBIC ARGO: Two four-second bursts of 
uneven chirps. 

Alsa found in this area of the radio 
spectrum are two- or three-number CW 
identifiers from aeronautical beacons. These 
are fore the most part from Central or South 
‘America and the Pacific regions. 

If you are looking for more information, 
find a copy of the Grove Shortwave Directory, 
Eighth Edition. You can be surprised at the 
information you can find about medium- 
wave DX’ing in some shortwave publications. 

1 do hope this helps you out in your 
DX’ing. One final note: many of these 
stations may have to move to new frequencies 
as the AM radio band expands towards 1700 
kHz. They ate expected to move to the 260- 
400kHz range.

A Walk Through the NRC Product Catalog 

NRC members have access to a veritable 
treasure of DX knowledgeand experience through 
the NRC Product Catalog. The purpose of this 
“For Beginners” column is to bring attention to 
some of the items in the catalog. 

Over the years, many hundreds of articles on 
all aspects of medium wave DXing have 
appeared in DX News. Several hundred of those 
articles have been selected for listing in the 
catalog, and reprints are available at nominal 
cost. Some of those articles present information at 
the novice level. Others are technically advanced. 
For convenience, selections of articles on some 
subjects have been assembled in booklet form. 

Antennas are the heart of DXing. The catalog 
lists four collections of antenna articles in booklet 
form and a listing of 79 separate articles available 
as reprints. Note here that some of the reprints 
also appear in the booklets. Few DXers build their 
receivers “from scratch", although that has been 
done, but many have built their own loop 
antennas. Home construction of an effective loop 
antenna is not particularly difficult. Even for 
those DXers who have bought or will buy a 
commercially-built loop antenna, home 
construction of a ioop is an inexpensive and 
informative project. The only advantage of ferrite- 
core loops is compact size. 

Probably most of us never heard of a Beverage 
antenna before getting into organized DXing, 
although the name appears often in DX News. 
The first was built about 1920 by Harold 
Beverage, an engineer for RCA. It was twelve 
miles long. The Beverage antennas used for 
medium wave DXing are not that long, but still 
require considerable real estate. To function as a 
Beverage, the antenna should be at least a half 
wavelength long, which means that to cover the 
medium waveband, a length of about 900 feet is 
needed. When correctly installed and located, the 


Beverage is the ultimate antenna for medium 
wave reception. There are numerous Beverage 
articles in the catalog and one booklet,"Beverage 
and Longwire Antennas Design and Theory” 

For information on receivers and receiving 
techniques there are two booklets and over one 
hundred articles in the reprint listings. Some of 
the articles appear in both the reprint lists and in 
the booklets. Included are reviews of some 
receivers which are currently popular, including 
the Drake R8, as well as others which are fading 
into history. Again, the articles vary in technical 
level from basic to considerably advanced. 

Much is known about radio wave propagation 
in the medium wave band, but it is not an exact 
science. The 39 articles listed in the section on 
propagation contain material not found in the 
tadio textbooks. Recommended reading for all 
DXers is P10, “A Beginner's Guide to the 
Ionosphere”. 

The best-known item in the catalog is the 
NRC AM Radio Log. Now in the 14th edition, 
and updated annually, the AM Log is over 300 
pagesin 8.5 x 11 loose leaf format. All medium 
waye stations in the U.S. and Canada are listed 
by frequency, in large type with adequate space 
for entering call letter changes and other changes 
reported in DX News. Also included are cross 
reference pages which list the stations 
alphabetically by call letters, by State, and by 
City. The NRC AM Radio Log is recognized 
internationally and is almost essential for 
medium wave DXing. 

Numerous other items appear in the catalog, 
and their not being described in ths article is in 
no way a reflection upon their value. The Product 
Catalog was inchided in the October 11, 1993 
issue of DX News.

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DL-1 Delay-Line Phasing Unit ... ty mare connety. watton 


The DL-1 phasing unit is a delay-line based design similar to Gerry Thomas's Phase One. His 
1985 article "The Phase One - A Delay Line Phasing Unit" is available through the NRC and IRCA 
reprints services. Gerry's design was the first real usage of this technology as applied to medium- 
wave DXing. The Phase One was derived from an HF phaser presented by John Webb in QST 
{October 1982). The DL-1 updates the concept and uses a delay-line (RCD P2420-600NS-100) that 
is somewhat less expensive (about $20) and more available than the Allen Avionics LC300Z050A. 
specified for the Phase One. Unlike the Phase One, there are no broadband amplifiers in the DL-1. It 
is a totally passive unit which is meant to work into a companion regenerative preselector (Mini- 
MWT-3) when additional gain is required. Tests here (3 miles from 50 kW WRKO - 680) indicate 
that, in urban and suburban settings, running a broadband antenna (e. g. untuned longwire) into a 
broadband amplifier is just a bad idea. Even if the broadband amplifier is robust enough not to 
generate noticeable second and third order intermodulation distortion products with amplifier 
outputs around +20 dBm (local station frequencies), the receiver may not fare as well. You want to 
boost weak signals without boosting already-strong iocal stations 100 kHz or more away from the 
frequency of interest. There are very few instances in which a broadband-amplification-after- 
broadband-phasing scheme will result in as low a noise floor and as good immunity to spurious 
signals as a tuned amplification approach would. In many cases, at least with longer wires and a 
good receiver such as a JRC NRD-535D, Drake R8, or Hammarlund HQ-180A amplification is not 
necessary. This is especially true on “normal’nights when the desired Dx left after “pest” nulling 
can still be of appreciable strength. 

The DL-1 has enhanced flexibility in controlling nulls because the levels of Antenna Line 1 and 
Antenna Line 2 are both adjustable; also, each line can be connected alone to facihtate level 
balancing and appraisal of each antenna’s directional pickup characteristics. 

Noise-reducing principles have been incorporated by the provision for floating (non-chassis) 
grounds at the J3 and J4 inputs. 

Principles of Delay-Line Phasing 

In order to null out unwanted station "A" and hear subdominant (desired DX) station "B” when 
using two wires, the difference in phase between "A" and "B" on Antenna 1 should differ 
appreciablyf rom the difference in phase between "A" and "B" on Antenna 2. This condition will 
most often occur when the "A" and “B" signals are coming from different directions and the wire 
antennas are oriented somewhat diffecently. What the phasing unit must do is to equalize the 
levels of Antenna 1's pest station “A" contribution to that from Antenna 2 and to provide a 180 
degree phase shift of "A" from Antenna 1 to Antenna 2 entering the summation point. Level- 
equalization is most easily accomplished when the two wires are of similar length. If the equal- 
amplitude / opposite-phase condition is met, station “A” 1s nulled, leaving "B” in the clear. Station 
"B" might be reduced somewhat as well, or it may actually be increased in level, depending on how 
different the phase difference ("A” to "B") is on Antenna 1 relative to that difference on Antenna 2. 
The occasional instances of desired DX stations getting nulled along with co-channel pests from a 
different direction can be minimized by having more than two longwire antennas available. Three 
wires give 6 possible pairing combinations (1 vs. 2; 1 vs. 3;2 vs. 3, 1+2 vs. 3, 1+3 vs. 2, and 1 vs. 
243), If there are substantial angular spreads between the three wires, almost any nulling situation 
can be managed. Desired DX close in bearing to pests to be nulled can sometimes still be listenable 
if the vertical arrival (skip) angles differ. Use of Beverage-length {over 300 m / 1000 ft.) wires helps 
in such cases, 

The goal of both the delay-line and the L/C type (e. g- MWDX-5)phasing units is to provide a 
continuously-variable phase shift of the signal contributions from one or both of the antenna 
inputs.The delay-line method provides continuous shift on one of the two lines: Line 2 in the DL-1 
case. To provide a full 360 degrees of shifting, a 0-deg. / 180-deg, vector is provided by R2 across 
the T2 balun secondary and a 90-deg. / 270-deg. (approximate) vector is provided by R3 after the 
delay-line with range-switch S2 set to the tap providing a delay time of a quarter of a cycle of signal 
frequency(250 ns at | MHz). The 0/180 and the 90/270 vectors are summed to provide a variable 
amplitude vector that can be “rotated” through a complete 360 degrees of shift. The delay time (tap) 
setting is a good deal less critical than you would think. I've labelled $2 positions as “low band”, 
“mid-band”, and “high band" but, in reality, the setting of $2 is not too important. 

The Ri (Line 1) potentiometer reduces the level of pest station signal from Antenna 1 in cases 
when it is substantially larger than pickup of the same station on Antenna 2. Without this 
capability.it would not be possible to equalize the Antenna 1 contribution with the 180-degree 
shifted Antenna 2 contribution and a nul! would not be produced. 

The RCD P2420-600NS-100 delay-line has 20 taps on it; these provide more delay times than 
needed. The four taps connected to $2 have been chosen for best performance at medium-wave 
frequencies. I've tested the DL-1 on longwave, 160-meters, and tropical bands and nulls of 
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electrical noise and of steadier signals have been obtainable. Of course, a switch with more 
positions could be used at S2 if a given DXer wanted to utilize more of the taps. ‘ 

The user will find that nulling with the DL-1 can be simpler than nulling with L/C design units 
pecause there are fewer knobs to tweak. The broadband delay-line based phasing approach does 
have as an advantage the ability to QSY (change frequency) to scan the band and to check parallel 
frequencies on both medium-wave and shortwave quickly. These features can come in handy on 
Beverage DXpeditions and in other cases when a good opening is bombarding you with rare DX 
and you want to get maximum loggings in minimum time. 

‘A tuned L/C phaser can provide somewhat higher signal levels than a broadband delay-line 
based unit such as the DL-1. Also,in urban areas, the preselection provided by an L/C phaser such 
as Super-MWDX-5 can reduce the likelihood of the receiver being overloaded and producing 
spurious signals. There are advantages and disadvantages to both delay-line and tuned L/C type 
phasing unit designs. 

For adequate signal levels with the DL-1, the minimum suggested wire length for each antenna 
is 30 m. / 100 ft, Wires much shorter than Beverage length should be aligned for an angular spread 
of 45 to 135 degrees, or 225 to 315 degrees, between them. Slopers and Beverages may work best 
with a 180 degree spread as they would each have distinct inherent nulls in opposite directions. I 
use one sloper that nulls about 10 dB to the west and another that nulls about 10 dB to the east. 
Phasing with that set-up is good because virtually no eastward signals come off the westward- 
favoring sloper when the amplitude of its western pick-up is reduced to the same level as the 
fairly-low (180-degree shifted) western pick-up of the eastward-favoring antenna. The result is 
little or no cancellation of eastward Trans-Atlantic stations when pesty midwest clears are nulled. 
Indeed, stations easily heard on the phased wires (such as Algeria - 891 with WLS - 890 nulled and 
England - 1089 with WBAL - 1090 nulled) are often just loud hets on any loop used. 


Operating the DL-1; initial Set-Uj 

The controls, as shown in Figure Tare R1 (Line 1: level), R2 (Line 2: 0/ 180 deg. level), R3 (Line 2: 
90/270 deg. level), $1 (Ground Mode: FLOAT or COMMON), $2 (Frequency Range),and $3 
(Function: Ant. Line 1, Ant. Line 2, Null-a, Null-b}).Connect one antenna wire to $1 and the other 
wire to J2.Floating grounds (e. g. sets of ground rods separated in distance from mains / receiver 
chassis ground) may be connected to J3 and J4 for reduction in electrical noise. Coaxial feeders 
from remote noise-reducing ‘Bevmatcher’ style transformers can be connected to J1/J3 (Line 1) and 
to J2/J4 (Line 2), $1 is set to FLOAT if noise-reducing grounding is avalable;otherwise it should be 
set to COMMON. Frequency range switch $2 should be set to Low Band for coverage below 800 
Ez, Mid-Band for 800 - 1400 kHz, or High Band for above 1400 kHz. There is a fourth position of 
§2 (Auxiliary or "X"), an experimental setting which may occasionally yield better nulling, 
especially in the Tropical Band frequency range. The settings of S2 are approximate, nat overly 
critical, and somewhat affected by antenna length. Settings of $3, R1, R2, and R3 are discussed in 
the Nulling Procedure to follow. 


Operating the DL-1: Nulling Procedure 

The fist part of nulling is to determine which of the three level pots (Ri, R2, or R3) has the 
greatest initial effect in setting up a null. All three pots’ knob pointers should first be set to “10 
o'clock” where "8 o'clock” represents the fully counterclockwise (CCW) setting. 


1. Set $3 to Null-a and observe the strength of the dominant "pest" station to be nulled as you 
run Ri through its range. If there is a distinct “dip” in strength and a possibly greater evidence of 
other stations, leave R1 at that null-initiating setting and skip s step 8 below, unless the dip occurs 

2 fully-clockwise (CW) (e. g. “4 o'clock” R1 pointer position). 

e 3 Set $3 to Null-b and run Rl through its range. If a dip then occurs and R1 is not fully CW, 
leave R1 at that setting and proceed tc step 8. If null-initiation still hasn't occurred, set R1 back to 
"10 o'clock” and switch $3 repeatedly between Ant. Line 1 and Ant. Line 2. if the pest station 
strength is noticeably higher on Ant. Line 1, adjust Ri such that signals from the pest station are 
about equal when S3 is switched back and forth from Ant. Line 1 to ‘Ant. Line 2. If Line 2 had been. 
stronger, return R1 to “10 o'clock”.Put $3 on the null position (Null-a or Null-b) extubiting the 
greater reduction in pest station strength (default to Null-a if there 1s no difference). 

3. Run 2 through its range. Ifa dip then occurs, leave R2 at that setting and proceed to step 8. If 
null-irutiation still hasn't occurred, set R2 back to "10 o'clock". : 

4. Run R3 through its range. Ifa dip then occurs, leave R3 at that setting and proceed to step 8. If 
null-imtiation still hasn't occurred, set R3 to “12 o'clock” (center). : 

5. Run R2 through its range (now that R3’s position has been changed). If a dip then occurs, 
leave R2 at that setting and proceed to step 8. If null-initiation still hasn't occurred, set R2 to "12 
o'clock" (center). 
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6. Run R3 through its range (now that R2's position has been changed), If a dip then occurs, 
leave R3 at that setting and proceed to step 8. 

7. Swapping the antenna inputs and/or trying a different S2 (Frequency Range) setting (before 
re-iterating steps 1 through 6 above) may help in the rare cases in which a null will not set up 
satisfactorily. 

The second part of nulling is to maximize the null that has already been initiated 

8. Deepen the nuil through small, careful adjustments of all three pots (R1, R2, R3) in a repetitive 
sequence. Before doing this, make a mental note as to where the three knob pointers are set just in 
case you overshoot the ideal setting of one of the pots and have to backtrack, When you're done, 
previously-covered DX stations should be audible, 


Application Notes 

If there are several stations in a given section of the band on similar bearings, null solutions 
(settings of $3, R1, R2, and R3)will be similar. The controls can often be preset to close 
approximations requiring only minor re-tweaking to get to a given null. For instance, from a New 
England QTH, nuli control set-ups for WMAQ-670 (IL), WLW-700 (OH), WGN-720 {IL), CBL-740 
(ON), WJR-760 (MI), WBBM-780 (IL), CKLW-800 (ON), and WLS-890 (IL}do not vary much froma 
single approximate set-up of the four controls. That comes in handy in situations such as mine 
where the majority of pest stations come from similar bearings.In the daytime, Maine stations (over 
90 miles distant) can be logged through the phased renmants of normally-dominant WEIM-1280, 
WORC-1310, and WVEI-1440 (all in central Massachusetts 40 or so miles west of me) with a single 
setting of the DL-1 controls. This result is similar to what Gerry Thomas observed with his Phase 
One. Keeping a mental or written note of commonly-used control settings employed in the removal 
of groups of pests will speed up the nulling process as a DXer gains experience with the unit. 

Loop versus wire operation is not recommended because a broadband source (wire) phased 
against a tuned source (loop)will make a thorough null of offending-station audio difficult because 
of the different frequency-response curves and group-delay properties of the two sources. Two 
loops of similar Q and gain could conceivably be phased by passing their outputs through the DL- 
1, The loop heads should be aligned at right angles to each other and at approximately 45 degrees 
to the pest station (one loop 45 deg. clockwise, one 45 deg. counterclockwise of the bearing of 
maximum pest pickup). When two-loop nulling is nearly completed using normal DL-1 
procedures, the last few dB of null may be “squeezed out’through fine adjustment of either loop's 
physical position and/or loop tuning capacitor settings. 

As with any nulling system (phasing or looping), the best results will be on daytime 
groundwave and on lower-angle skip at night. Nulls of low-band stations are somewhat more 
stable than those of high-banders. "Easy” nulls of daytime regional and “graveyard” stations 
(already exhibiting evidence of sub-dominant stations) should be pursued first in order to gain 
proficiency in adjusting the DL-1 controls. 

High-angle skip, mixed groundwave / skywave, and various multipath / multi-skip situations 
are difficult nulls to set up on any looping or phasing system. Phased Beverages seem to do the best 
and Adcock arrays are supposed to work well also. 


Amplification 

Broadband amplification is possible, but not recommended with cheaper receivers such as 
portables or with any receiver in a high-RF urban area. The simultaneous application of a wide 
spectrum of MW, SW, and VHE signals to an amplifier or receiver input can be a challenge. By 
going from the 5" X 4" X 3" box suggested for DL-I to a slightly larger case, broadband amplifier 
components could be mounted in the same case as the phasing circuitry. The added components 
would consist of a gain contro! potentiometer, a 3-pole / 2-position amplifier on/off switch, a jack 
for DC power input, and the amplifier itself. Curcuits which have good dynamic range are the BBA- 
C1 {as used in the Super-MWDX-5), the BUF-A (or BUF-B) preceded by a 1:36 step-up transformer 
{as used in the RTL-2 Remotely-Tuned Loop), and the Motorola MHW591 circuit used by Craig, 
Healy in his VCR DX scheme. Also usable are the Mini-Circuits ZHL-32A and Dallas Lankford’s 
Noiseless-Feedback (2N5109-based) amplifier (as well as some of his grounded-gate FET designs). 

Tuned amplification can provide a higher signal to noise ratio and superior rejection of 
Spurious responses that typically result from too many strong signals at the amplifier or receiver 
input. The recently-published MWT-3 article describes a suitable tuned amplifier. MF], Grove, and 
other vendors have commercially-available units advertised in Monitoring Times, Popular 
Communications, QST, and other hobby publications. Figure 2 of this article shows the Mini- 
MWT-3, a regenerative preamplifier that is simple in design, Documentation will be limited to this 
schematic and to Table 3 {a hole list) as itis, in essence, a reduced-complexity version of MWT-3. 
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The MWT-3 article and vendor catalogs (e. g. Mouser) will fill in other useful details for those 
wishing to build and operate the Mini-MWT-3.

DX'ing ‘smart’, with shaved tips and requests by NRC members 


Time for a parallel target list update, but 
first a brief introduction to parallel DXing. 

The term parallel is used to describe 
when two or more radio stations are carrying 
the same program material, Everyone's 
familiar with parallels, with 50 many domestic 
AM stations now carrying satellite 
talk and music programming almost 
Its easy to hear Bruce jams’ talk show, 
music from the Real Country network, or 
Oldies Coast-to-Coast from Canada, on several 
stations at the same time. Pa: DXing can 
help to ID such stations, especially if they're 
way down In the noise, by comparing the 
audio to locals on the same network. There 
are Jocal non-network parallels as well, such as 
CKTS-900 retaying CJAD-806, and WVEI-1440 
relaying WEEFI-590, Consult the NRC 
Domestic Log and the IRCA’s Almanac for 
more domestic network and relay information. 

The following target list focuses on 
international DX. Parallels are perhaps more 
useful for international DXing. Suppose you 
aren't very good at identifying or translating 
foreign languages. Just match up a station 
with @ parallel, and you could have one or two.

ere’s a delay due to the amount of time it 
takes sound to travel from the program source 
to the relaying station. If you hear the ecko, 
then you're hearing both stations. If you don't 
hear the echo, then you're hearing only one of 
them. Spain and the Canary Islands have 
synchros operating on several frequencies, too 
numerous to list here. More on Spain/Canary 
Islands synchros can be found in the WRTH or 
the recent Newfoundland DX<pedition report.

NRC E-Mail Addresses ... compited by Paul Swearingen (PlsBCBDXER@A0L.com) 


During the past year or so, the number of 
NRC members who joined others with E-mail 
(electronic mail) addresses on the information 
superhighway burgeoned. E-mail address 
holders correspond directly and so quickly 
now that they have dubbed USPS-delivered 
messages “Snail Mail”! 

Those who have E-mail addresses have a 
computer and a modem which allow them to 
tap into phone lines. They have joined an 
electronic bulletin board or service, such as 
FidoNet, America On Line, Prodigy, 
Compuserve, Delphi, or one or more of several 
others, and obtained a unique E-name, which 
usually is limited in length and can consist of 
numbers or letters or both. The government- 
sponsored Internet, in turn, connects these 
systems (and many other entities) and passes 
messages back and forth at a nominal fee or 
just as a service of the electronic service. 

E-mail is extremely fast. I have received a 
message within two minutes of posting a 
message to an individual who belongs to a 
completely different service than I do. It also 
does not protect the anonymity of the sender, 
so that the recipient never has to put up with 
“hate” mail. It is also quite convenient, as 
unlike the telephone, one can retrieve 
messages from the service at leisure. 

Disadvantages do exist. User fees can 
mount when one is composing replies while 
on-line; and those who receive many 
messages may find that downloading 
(retrieving) messages can take some time and 
effort. 

Nevertheless, most E-mail address holders 
want to be able to correspond with others via 
electronic means. The following is a first 
attempt to compile E-mail address of NRC 
members who have either corresponded with 
me or specifically let me know that they 
wanted their E-mail addresses published in 
DX News. I've listed the complete addresses 
as furnished to me, and when an individual 
has more than one address I’ve tried to list the 
name of the service except for AOL (America 
On Line), Prodigy, and CompuServe, which 
are obvious. Please note that you may not 
need all of the address to correspond with 


someone who is on your own service. Let me 
know of any errors, and I'll correct them in the 
next DXN. Finally, if you're not on the list, 
send a Musing to Dave Schmidt and include 
your E-mail address.

REI From Housebold Electronics 
by Perry F. Crabill, Jr, W3HQX 


Trecently discovered that our late-model TV set was emitting radio-frequency interference 
throughout the long-wave beacon band WHILE TURNED OFF! Unplugging the power cord killed 
the RFI, and reconnecting it started the interference again. 

This is a Zenith 20" Sentry 2 MTS Stereo Color TV Model 5J-2065-W, with infra-red remote 
control. The interference was manifested as buzzy, slightly broad and unstable signals, apparently 
harmonics of a 36.96 fundamental frequency from their spacing. The signals were strong enough to 
drown out weak NDB stations. They could be nulled in the Drake R-8 with my 2-ft. homemade 
loop; the null was in the direction where the local TV cable system's coax entered the building. 

For this reason, I had attributed these signals to radiation from the cable system; however, they 
persisted when | disconnected the cable at the outdoor lightning arrester and splitter. The signals 
did disappear when I opened the main a-c power switch, showing they came from inside the 
house. After restoring power, I used a battery-powered Sony ICF-2010 on the long-wave band as a 
search receiver tuned to one of the harmonics. Eventually, I found the source of these signals was 
the turned-off Zenith TV located in the bedroom next to my listening post. Right at the TV set, the 
harmonics were strong enough to light up all of the Sony's signal strength LEDs. 

Disconnecting the cable system's coax from the TV did not affect the QRM as observed in the 
shack, nor did adding an a-c line filter at the power outlet for the TV. The only action affecting the 
offending signals was to turn on the TV, or to disconnect its power cord. 

Incidentally, the harmonics of the 36.96 kHz radiation were not limited to the 190-530 kHz 
NDB band; they were found well up into the shortwave spectrum. In fact, I derived the frequency of 
36.96 kHz by zero-beating the 100th harmonic at 3696 kHz with the Sony's BFO. 

Thave no way of knowing whether this behavior is generic to some feature of the TV set, such as 
the remote control circuitry or not; it could possibly be a malfunction. 1 checked with a local TV 
shop franchised by Zenith, and the technicians weren't able to help me. I plan to write Zenith for 
their opinion. 

This experience prompted me to check other household electronics equipment for radiating 
signals while turned off. The VCR associated with the Zenith in the bedroom was clean, as was the 
older Zenith TV in the living room. The hving room VCR, a Sanyo VHR-3350 VHS HQ Model with 
infrared remote control, radiated a strong signal at 525 kHz, with faurly strong second and third 
harmonics. However, these signals weren't audible in the shack two rooms away. 

Our AT&T Model 5500 cordless phone in the living room was generating a 300 kHz 
fundamental signal, with harmonics up into the SW region, while on-hook. Going off-hook had no 
effect on this signal. It and its harmonics could not be heard in the shack; they were detected only 
in the immediate vicinity of the 5500. 

The Brother Model 600 Facsimile machine in the shack generated spurious signals at the low 
end of the AM broadcast band while in a stand-by mode. The actual frequency varied according to 
the answer mode; for Auto Answer, the frequency was 557.9 khz; for Manual Answer, it was 561.7 
kh2; for TAD (Telephone Answering Device) it was 554.2 kHz. Again, harmonics from this 
equipment extended up into the SW spectrum. This machine was located four feet from the Kiwa 
loop used for BCB DX‘ing. I had realized previously that the Brother fax caused interference when 
operating, but never considered it as an RFI source in standby. 

The last piece of radiating turned-off equipment turned out to be the Kenwood R-5000 general 
coverage receiver stashed away in the basement until the shack is remodeled. It was plugged in to 
keep the memories alive and minimize any problems from humidity. The Sony showed a whole 
series of strong signals in the beacon band with a spacing about 17.56 kHz apart which 
disappeared when the power cord was disconnected. Interestingly enough, turning the R-5000 on 
caused these signals to change from a pure cw beat note te one modulated with a buzz which 
remained even after it was turned off. However, unplugging it from the power and reconnecting it 
restored the pure cw beat. These signals couldn't be heard a few feet from the R-5000; however, one 
wonders what would happen if it were in the shack with the Drake R-8 and its 2-ft. loop. 

Because of these findings, when I want to DX the 190-530 kHz beacon band late at night, I 
unplug the offending TV set, along with the automatic night light in the bedroom which generates 
broad-spectrum noise interference. [ also turn off the solid state tumers that contro] the front and 
side porch lights, and make sure that the 20-watt fluorescent light in the kitchen used as a night 
light is also off. The cabinet humidifier in the kitchen uses a solid state speed control for the fan and 
moisturizing pad, so I turn that off too. After all this, ] sometimes find that the atmospherics are too 
strong to make listening worthwhile, and turn everything back on and go to bed!
